STATE. 
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MICHIGAN’S STARS 


I had an experience recently that was better 
than any spring tonic anyone could ever dig 
up. It was my pleasure to take part in a recog- 
nition banquet for the past FFA American 
Farmers and State Star Farmers of Michigan. 
The banquet was held at Michigan State Col- 
lege and sponsored by the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Future Farmers. The hosts were the 
Detroit Edison Co., Michigan Rural Electric 
Coop. Assn., and Consumers Power Company. 

The American Farmer Degree is the highest 
honor in the Future Farmer organization. Each 
state’s quota is one candidate per 1,000 mem- 
bers. The candidate must have previously 
been a State and Chapter Farmer. 

The State Farmer Degree, the highest de- 
gree of the State Association, is limited to two 
percent of the Future Farmer members. Each 
year the highest rating State Farmer is se- 
lected as the Star Farmer. 

In Michigan 21 have received the State 
Star Farmer Degree and 85 have been named 
American Farmers. A survey was made to find 
out just what these young men are now doing. 
Seventy-one reported. Fifty-seven are farming 
in Michigan. Eleven are in related agricultural 
occupations. Two are ministers and one is a 
school superintendent. 

-The 57 who farm operate 15,938 acres of 
land, averaging 297 acres per farm. They have 
a total of 2,260 cattle. There are 196 tractors on 
these 57 farms, and, of course, all of them have 
electric service. 

All of the 71 that reported are under 40 
years of age. Community leadership seems to 
abound among them. Take Frank Merriman of 
Deckerville for instance. He is president of the 
Sanilac County Farm Bureau. He’s also presi- 
dent of the Deckerville Artificial Breeders 
Association. Robert McLachlan of Evart is 
vice-president ‘of the Michigan Shorthorn 
Breeders Association. Harold Mitchell of 
Grand Blanc is president of his County Farm 
Bureau. Lester Heisler of Albian is active in 
Red Cross work. Bill Bradstreet of Hudson, 





like so many more of these young men, is very 
active in his church. 

Summarizing, 40 are actively engaged in 
farm organizations as officers or members; 20 
either are officers in their respective churches 
or serve on their church boards. Nine are hold- 
ing township offices or are on school boards. 

Of course, there are many facets to the 
building of outstanding citizens such as these 
young men. It is certain that everyone of them 
would attribute a great deal to their training 
received while they were vocational agricul- 
tural students and active in FFA. Harry Nes- 
man, State Advisor of the Michigan Associa- 
tion of Future Farmers, the Michigan office of 
Vocational Education, and the Vo-Ag teachers 
of the Wolverine State can be very proud. 


A BUCKET 

It’s still a handy thing to take on a fishing 
trip; also for feeding the hogs or a calf. It's 
good to keep sand in for fire protection. But 
to transport water, a pipe is much better. An 
electrically operated water pump in itself does 
not eliminate the use of a bucket.

Even in the home the requirements exceed 
all expectations. Baths are more frequent, more 
water is used in the kitchen and in the laundry. 
So always plan for maximum use. 

A water pump replaces the pump handle. 
But it takes pipe and spigots to replace the 
bucket—and all that walking—and all that lift- 
ing—and all that pouring! Have enough spigots 
and where you need ’em. 
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-- of course, 
it’s electric!

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A Barnyard Listening Post 


An Inter-Communication System Makes it Possible 
to Keep Track of Barnyard Activity ee 


ave you ever wondered what 
the barn yard sounds like 
when you are not there? Recently 
[had a chance to find out. It was 
at the Sunanday Farm in Hamp- 
stead, New Hampshire. We were 
discussing labor saving devices 
for the farmer when suddenly I 
heard the bleat of a lamb—right 
in the kitchen. Then I heard a 
rooster crowing! Then there was 
followed a medley of sounds 
from the sheep and poultry pens. 
I asked Mrs. Sunanday if I was 
imagining things at which she 
laughed and replied, “No, that 
is our inter-communicative sys- 
tem at work, and believe me, it 
does a three fold job. First, when 
the hired man is working in the 
poultry or sheep pens he can 
call in for further instructions 
without my leaving the house. 
“Second, we keep the system 
operating constantly so_ that, 
even when no one is in the 
barns, we can tell by the sounds 
whether or not everything is OK. 
During the lambing season it is 
of inestimable value as we have 
learned to tell from the bleating 
of the ewes and young lambs 
whether everything is under con- 
trol. If not, we can run out and 
see what needs to be done. 
“Third, it acts as a burglar 
alarm. Recently, one of our 
neighbors took her 
children to see the 
young lambs and I 
could hear their 
voices in the house. 
This was ail right, as 
we like to have 
neighbors drop in. 
However, if it had 
been strangers we 
would have known 
immediately. There 
is always the possi- 
bility of a stray dog, 
getting into the barn,

too. Again, we would know im- 
mediately. It certainly saves 
needless trips to the barn, as I 
can tell what is going on without 
being there.”

Mr. Sunanday works 
in nearby Haverhill, 
going back and forth 
to his work six days 
a week.

They 
work hard and get 
very tired at times, 
but it is worth it.

“We use electricity for all the 
tedious chores in both the poul- 
try and sheep pens,” says Mrs. 
Sunanday. For three winters 
they have used infrared lamps 
for brooding lambs and now 
have 12 heat lamps available at 
all times during this peried. Mrs. 
Sunanday said to me, “Without 
these lamps at this time, the 
work would be very hard and we 
would be unable to save all the 
lambs during cold spells. Then 
the lamps are kept on all the

time. Of course, some may be 
turned off when the weather 
turns warm or during the warm 
part of the day. Besides keeping 
the lambs warm, these lamps 


keep the litter dry and warm for 
the lambs when they lie down. 
Cold, wet litter is bad for the 
sheep business. These lamps are 
certainly great labor savers dur- 
ing this period.” 

During the winter months, the 
water pipes at the Sunanday 
Farm are kept from freezing by 
the use of heating tape. Poultry 
water warmers in the pens keep 
the water at the correct temper- 
ature. “One of our big surprises,” 
Mrs. Sunanday ‘aid. “was the 
use of one of these water warm- 
ers in the big tub used by the 
sheep for drinking purposes. We 
hardly expected it to do the 
trick, but it has.” 

During the time I spent in 
the home, we could constantly 
hear the sounds from the barn 
yard. Mrs. Sunanday would say, 
“Now the hired man is collecting 
the eggs—do you hear him tak- 


ing the buckets down to collect 
them? Now he is feeding the 
poultry Pp. I can tell by the 
the birds rushing to 

get the pellets in the litter. Now 
pen, as I can 

tell by the sound of his picking

the hay from the manger.” 


This system can be used on 
six different stations, either sep. 
arately or all at the same time. 
Selection is made at the master 
station. At present it is used on 
only two stations and is kept 
on most of the time so that what 
is happening in each section may 


be heard in the kitchen. 


Mrs. Sunanday said, “Don’t 
think we use labor saving de- 
vices only in the barn as we 
have them in the home as well, 
Our electric range, water heat- 
er, refrigerator and freezer, as 
well as our radio and television 


sets, are musts on the farm.” 





They Motorized Backwork 


hanks ‘to electric motors and 

home made ways of putting 
them to work, hay bales and 
milk cans do their own lifting at 
Fritz Anderson & Sons’ 50-milker 
dairy farm near Castleton (Rut- 
land County), Vt. 

Baling cuts the time and 
drudgery of the outdoor part of 
hay-making. Going a step be- 
yond that, Anderson and sons 
Ellis and Chester also cut haying 
labor inside the barn. With their 
double-conveyor system, there’s 
no longer need for a crew to 
sweat over the bales pouring in. 

Built right against the barn is 
a 50-foot elevating conveyor that 
takes bales up through a win- 
dow. This elevator, with remov- 
able sideboards, is installed in- 
side an enclosed shaftway. It’s 
housed permanently to save 
labor moving it, and to keep off 
rain. 


Bales come off the 50-foot elevator and 
automatically switch to the horizontal 
conveyor in the mow. Note the baffle 
board that is hinged to the roof rafter. 
It-keeps the bales sliding right straight 
down the chute.

point, as a bale slides down a 


chute on to the horizontal con- 


veyor, it’s guided by a baffle 
board above it which prevents 
the bale from upending or other- 
wise gumming up the works. 
This baffle, a length of 1-inch 
board that’s 15 inches wide, is 
hinged at its top end to the roof 
rafter above. 

The horizontal conveyor 
reaches in both directions from 
the transfer point, and chutes at 
its ends extend its reach, so that 
bales can be spotted to drop just 
about where they're wanted. 
Both conveyors have reversible 
motors, allowing travel in either 
direction, and both are started 
simultaneously by flicking a 
switch down at the bottom of 
the elevator shaftway. 


A Simple Can Hoist 
for Milkroom 


In the Anderson milkhouse, 
the weight has gone out of lift- 
ing filled cans. Here, the work’s 

one by a motor-driven, home- 
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made hoist rigged up by the 
sons. Heart of the mechanism is 
just an 8-foot length of %-inch 
rope ating as a simple yet effi- 
cient clutch. 

This rope is wound once 
around the hoisting drum. The 
heavier the weight, the harder 
the pull, the greater friction of 
rope on drum, the tighter it 
grips—and it raises the canful of 
milk. 

There’s nothing complicated 


about how the clutch works. The 
can’s weight is on one end. In 
conjunction with hand pressure 
at the other end, this tightens the 
rope and “throws in” the clutch. 
When the hand pressure is re- 
duced, the clutch starts slipping. 
The more it’s allowed to slip, the 
faster the can descends—of its 
own weight. 

4s hp motor is used for hoist- 
ing. The Andersons say a % hp 
motor would do equally well. 
The slipping or tightening clutch 
accommodates itself to variations 
of drum speed. On their rig, 
gear-reduction is provided by 
two pulley ratios of ‘2-to-12 and 
3-to-12. 

To enable the can to be swung 
up from floor and over to cooler, 
their hoist swings on a wall pivot 
—formerly the drive shaft off an 
old car. An old bed provided 
angle-iron cross arms between 
pivot shaft and hoisting mech- 
anism. 

A piece of l-inch pipe keeps 
the two rope ends from tangling 
below the drum. Tongs holding 
can handles were made from a 
pair of braces off an old tele- 
phone pole. The ring above 
them was a bolt bent into a 
circle. 





A Pig Battery Brooder 


Here is a newly developed 
battery brooder for pigs. It is 
equipped to feed synthetic sows’ 
milk to pigs after they are 48 
hours old. 

The twin-deck steel battery 





accommodates 20 pigs, 10 on 
each deck, for the recommended 
first two weeks. The feed trough 
on each deck has ten compart- 
ments, giving even the runts a 
chance to make something of 
themselves. 

Mesh floors and 
smooth-sliding 
dropping pans 
help to maintain 
a high degree of 
sanitation. The 
feed troughs, sup- 

lied by gravity- 
eed, are also eas- 
ily removed for 
cleaning. Two 300 
watt heat units 
provide heat for 
the two decks. By 
brooding and 
feeding pigs syn- 
thetic sows’ milk 
it is possible to 
breed sows three 
times a year. 





Measuring the Water Level in a Well 


Permanent Installation Provides 
Constant Record of Well Depth 


hen a new well is drilled, 

it is easy to measure the 
distance to the static water level. 
Simply attach a block of wood to 
a cord, lower it until it strikes 
the water, then measure the 
cord. However, after a pump is 
installed, it is difficult and often 
impossible to use this method. 
What’s more, this method does 
not measure the “drawdown.” 
The drawdown, which is the 
difference between the static 
water level and the level while 
pumping, is especially important 
in irrigation wells. Hence it is a 
good idea to make provision for 
measuring the water level in a 
well while the pump is operating. 
The water level can be de- 
termined by actual measurement 
with an electric sounder (water 
level indicator) or by using an 
air gauge and converting the 
pressure reading into head feet. 
The electric sounder consists of 
a reel of wire with a shielded 
electrode on the end. The elec- 
trode, which is lowered into the 
well, is so connected to a battery 
and light bulb or bell that

inside of the casing before the 
pump column is put in place. 
Some deep well turbines provide 
an opening for an air line in 
the pump head so the air line 
can be installed along with 
the pump. The pipe must be 
air tight throughout its length, 
which must be great enough to 
extend the end of the pipe below 
the lowest anticipated pumping 
level. The end of the pipe is 
left open so water can enter it, 
or exert pressure against the air 
in the pipe. 

An air pressure gauge is 
placed in the upper end of the 
pipe, with an air valve just be- 
low it. The exact vertical dis- 
tance from the lower end of the 
air line in the well to the center 
of the gauge must be deter- 
mined. Record this figure where 
it will always be available. 

To measure the water level 
an ordinary tire pump is at- 





the circuit is completed 
and the light glows or the 
bell rings when the elec- 
trode strikes the water. 
The length of wire is 
measured and the water 
level determined. 

To use an electric 
sounder there must be a 
space between the pump 


WEWIEN 
base and the top of the a= 
well casing, or an opening MN, 


in the side of the casing, 
through which the elec- 
trode can be _ inserted. 
There must also be suffi- 
cient clearance for the 
electrode to pass between 
the well casing and the 
joints in the pump column, 
otherwise it will be impos- 
sible to use the electric 
indicator method. 

For the air gauge meth- 
od, a small pipe or tube, 
usually 4” or 4” in diam- 
eter, is installed in the well 
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tached to the air valve. Air is 
pumped into the pipe until the 
gauge reading remains constant. 
The reading of the pressure 
gauge indicates the number of 
pounds pressure required to 
counterbalance the depth of the 
water standing outside of the 
air line. The reading in pounds 
is converted to feet by multiply- 
ing the gauge reading by 2.31. 
The product is then subtracted 
from the vertical distance be- 
tween the center of the air 
gauge and the end of the air 
line. The remainder is the dis- 
tance in feet from the gauge to 
the water level in the well. 


How It Is Figured 


Let us just assume that the 
length of the air line in a well is 
100 feet. Pumping air into it un- 
til the pressure remains constant 
produces a reading of 10 Ibs. on 
the gauge. 10 x 2.31 is 23.1 feet. 
Subtracting 23.1 from 100 leaves 
76.9 feet as the distance from 
the center of the pressure gauge 
to the water level. Gauges can 
be obtained with the scale in 
feet. The reading of the pressure 
gauge then indicates the actual 
number of feet of water above 
the air pipe. Subtracting this 
figure from the total length of 
the pipe gives the distance from 
the water level to the gauge. 

’ An air line furnishes a con- 
venient method of observing 
changes in the static level and 
pumping level in a well, under 
various rates of pumping or at 
different times of year. Once in- 
stalled, it needs no further at- 
tention, and is ready to function 
whenever desired. The well own- 
er who installs an air line should 
take readings periodically. A 
permanent record book will 
build. up a fund of data on the 
Well which Will bécéme incrét- 
ingly valuable year afte? yéar.

Fan Lowers Cured Tobacco Cost. 


Curing Bright Leaf Tobacco with 
Forced Ventilation 


By VERNON 


§ bey ~ curing costs are going 
up! Fuel costs more, and it 
takes a lot of fuel to cure bright 
leaf tobacco in an_ inefficient 
barn. Results are still experi- 
mental, but it looks like a forced 
ventilation system using a fan 
to circulate the air through the 
barn may be the answer to lower 
curing costs. 

Research workers at the Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Experiment 
Station designed and tested the 
new system because of the great 
need for lowering tobacco-curing 
costs. For nearly a hundred 
years, fine quality tobacco has 
been grown in the flue-cured 
area. The early production of 
flue cured tobacco has grown 
from a few hundred pounds per 
year to over 1,256,000,000 Ibs. 
in 1950. With this much flue 
cured tobacco grown each year, 
farmers are beginning to seri-

Hundreds of growers and ag. 
ricultural leaders have watched 
with keen interest a new curing 
system at the. Tobacco Exper- 
ment Station at Chatham, Vir. 
ginia. This system has been in 
operation for 24 curings for the 
past six years. When the forced 
ventilation system was first built, 
it was believed to be the first of 
its type. However, in 1949, one 
manufacturer was making and 
selling a system using somewhat 
the same principle as the Vir- 
ginia system. 

The forced ventilation system 
has shown possibilities of lower- 
ing the overall cost per barn for 
fuel and labor required in curing 
bright tobacco. This system 

makes it possible to cure 40 to

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After the air is heated, it is 
distributed as required to the 
yarious areas of the barn and re- 
leased below the bottom tiers of 
tobacco.

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Operation of System 


In the yellowing curing stage, 
the fan is not operated and there 
is no recirculation of air. How- 
ever, as soon as the yellowing 
stage is completed, the recircu- 
lating fan is started and oper- 
ates continuously until the to- 
bacco is completely cured. 

During the color fixing or leaf 
drying stage, whenever the out- 
side relative humidity is high 
and the leaf shows need of ven- 
tilation to prevent sponging (due 
totoo high humidity in the space 
between the tobacco), the top 
ventilator opens automatically 
allowing moist air to be ex- 
hausted. At the same time the 
bottom ventilator will open to 
allow the fresh air to enter the 
bam through the fan box to be 
heated in the jacket surrounding 
the center flues. 

While recirculation of air is 
in progress, the top and bottom 
ventilators are closed. These 
ventilators will stay closed and 
the air in the barn will be re- 
circulated as long as the humidi- 
ty of the air in the barn is at the 
proper level. 

The ventilators could be oper- 
ated manually. This would elimi- 
nate some of the control equip- 
ment, but would require more 
man hours of an experienced 
curer to open and close the ven- 
tilators at the proper time.

Quality of Leaf 


For five years observation

Rewiring That Paid

ack in 1936 Jacob Seiple, of 

Bath, Pa., wired his potato 
and poultry farms ‘ ‘adequately.” 
But, as he pointed out, “A lot of 
changes have come about since 
then.”

Kitchen Fans 


An exhaust fan really reduces 
kitchen fatigue. Installed in the 
ceiling, on the wall, or, fitted 
into the upper part of a window, 
it will earn its way in your 
kitchen. There’s just no better 
way to get rid of the excessive 
moisture and stale air from cook- 
ing, dishwashing, and _ eating. 
Walls and woodwork stay clean- 


er and there’s less chance for 
odors slipping by the kitchen 
door to get into curtains and slip 
covers. 

If you rent your house, there 
are portable models which can 
be easily fitted into steel or wood 
casements or in an opening made 
by lowering the sash of a dou- 
ble-hung window. Some models 
are easily reversed so that they 
can be used as intake fans, too. 

For permanent installation, 
wall grille type models can be 
had for wood or brick wall con- 
struction of thicknesses ranging 
from 4%” to 24”. These models 
are usually used on outside walls. 
However, some are installed on 
inside walls within 25 to 30

inches above range units. When 
installed on an inside wall they 
are similar to ceiling fans. With 
these installations a blower as 
well as telescoped sleeves are 
usually necessary. On a standard 
outside wall, a complete pack- 
aged unit of fan, grille, shutter. 
and electrical connection pro- 
vides a simple, easy installation. 
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Ceiling models call for long 
duct runs of round piping or 
standard size furnace ducts 
which run parallel to ceiling 
joists. Cutting through or trim- 
ming joists should never be con- 
sidered, due to weakening of 
structure. The duct runs should 
be kept as short and free of 
right angle bends as possible so 
as to get the moist, hot, grease- 
laden air to the outside in vapor 
form. A long duct run and bends 
result in noisy. operation and 
condensation within the duct. 


Portable Circulating Fans 


In moving air out of a room 
mechanically and replacing it

with fresh air, there is a wel- 
come cooling sensation. 

Use portable fans to be re- 
freshed without being chilled. 
Select a fan which has good bal- 
ance and can be adjusted in 
various positions for gently di- 
recting air for circulation around 
a room. Avoid placing a fan so 
that it is pointed directly on you, 
because this removes excessive 
moisture and heat too rapidly 
from your body. 


Dehumidifiers 


A basement as well as any 
other part of the house with 
excessive dampness in the air 
can be made livable with a 
portable dehumidifier. The moist 
room air is drawn in by a fan, 
and the water is condensed on 
an evaporator and trapped. This 
water is drawn off into a large 
bucket, or it can be piped into 
a floor drain. A dehumidifier 
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will prevent swelling doors, 


molding and rotting of fabrics, 
and rusting of tools and hard- 
ware when there is excessive 
moisture in the air. This appli- 
ance needs no plumbing or spe- 
cial wiring. It is heavy enough

not to tip over, yet light enough 
to be carried about. 

The moisture (water vapor) 
accumulated within a modern 
house’ comes from many more 
sources than were possible in old 
unimproved houses. It will vary 
in each farm home, depending 
upon the number of persons 
within the house, the number 
of moisture-producing appli- 
ances and water fixtures, as well 
as family living habits. 

Once running hot and cold 
water is available to a bathtub 
or shower, bathing becomes a 
routine daily practice. Four tub

baths or one shower bath will 
put % pound of water vapor into 
a bathroom. 

A kitchen sink will have the 
hot water faucet open many 
more times than the cold, as 
there are dozens more kitchen 
sink jobs that require hot water 
than cold. To simplify daily and 
weekly work tasks, automatic 
dishwashers, clothes washers 
and dryers are put to work. 
These appliances use hotter 
water than the hand can toler- 
ate and add steam vapor to en- 
closed rooms. One can’t overlook 
the moisture people alone can 
put into room areas. New farm 
basements are used so much 
during summer months that it 
is difficult to manage them daily 
to keep them dry. To prevent 
possible mold and mildew, de- 
humidifiers are effective. 

Water vapor should be re- 
moved from those areas of the 
house where considerable physi- 
cal activity goes on so as to pre- 
vent possible physical and men- 
tal pressures to individuals; 
from small confined areas such 
as inside bath and shower rooms 
to protect room finishes and 
plaster.

Huge quantities of cress are 
shipped out from this farm com- 
munity. 


Kitchen’s Charm Retained 


Many old kitchens are more 
charming than efficient. This 
Cave Spring kitchen is a glowing 
exception. The three sisters, Mrs. 
Nelle Sutherlin Griffith, Mrs. 
S. J. Wester, and Miss Emma 
Sutherlin, have created a de- 
lightful combination of the at- 


mosphere of the old and the 


utility of the new. 

When the old family home 
was replanned recently, the 
kitchen got its fair share of at- 
tention. They needed no selling 
on electric appliances, for they 
had used the major kitchen 
equipment for a number of 
years. The new kitchen plan, 
however, incorporates the latest 
step-saving, time-saving 
and, of course, new and helpful 
additions were made to their 
equipment. The important thing 
was the relocation of the range 
and refrigerator, which increased 
the convenience of the work 


area immensely, and wiring to | 


let all the appliances work efhi- 
ciently. 

The kitchen is arranged in an 
L-shaped plan, which greatly 
reduces the number of steps re- 
quired to get from refrigerator 
to sink to range in the large 
kitchen. There’s no wasted effort 
here where work flows from 
right to left, which is the most 
natural and convenient proce- 
dure for right-handed _ persons. 
Just by having the refrigerator 
door hinges on the right rather 
than at the left side saves six 
steps each time something is 
needed at the work counter. 

The warm-toned natural wood 
cabinets are mounted with 
wrought iron H and L hinges. 
The cabinets themselves are 
made from lumber which first 
served the community in the 
Episcopal Church. This lumber 
was salvaged and stored when 
the church was rebuilt. 

Fluorescent lighting is con- 


cealed above the sink, and over 
each work area. Fluorescent 
lighting is more expensive than 
incandescent lighting to install, 
but the tubes give three times 
as much light per watt as bulbs 
and last several times as long. 
With all work centers so well 
lighted and plenty of work space 
with each piece of equipment, 
it’s possible for the three sisters 
to be comfortably at work all at 
one time without being in each 
other’s way. And there’s plenty 
of — in the rest of the kitch- 
en for visitors who want to. stay 
around and chat.

Leafy vegetables should be well 
drained after washing to remove 
excess moisture. 

Special Treatment for Berries 

All fruits, except berries, 
should be stored in the refriger- 
ator drawers. Berries, being very 
perishable, will tend to get 
mushy and lose their juices if 
they are washed or hulled be- 
fore storing. They should be 
spread out on a shallow dish or 
plate and stored on an open 
shelf in the refrigerator. 

As a good general rule, to 
keep moist foods from drying 
out and to make sure that foods 
such as onion dishes, cheese, 
coffee, and butter do not give off 
or absorb odors, store them in 
covered containers. Plastic-type

Meat Storage 


Meat or poultry that is to be 
used the same day can be stored, 
uncovered, anywhere in the re- 
frigerator. For storage of meat 























Use your refrigerator drawers wisely. 
Don’t store such things as carrot tops 
or radish leaves. They just take up 
valuable space. 


up to four or five days, it should 
be wrapped in moisture-proof 
material such as heavy waxed 
paper, household foil, or cello- 
phane—or else left in the store 
wrappings—and placed in the 


meat tray or on a refrigerator 
shelf. 

If you wish to store meat or 
poultry for more than four or five 
days, wrap in moisture-proof 
material and place in the freez- 
er section, where it will remain 
fresh up to two weeks. 

Fish should always be well 
covered with heavy waxed paper 
or household foil, or other foods 
will absorb the odor. 

Variety meats (such as liver 
and kidneys), ground meats, and 
seafood are extremely perishable 
and should always be stored in 
the freezer section if they are to 
be kept longer than one day. 


Milk Keeps 3-4 Days 


Milk will remain fresh in your 
refrigerator for three or four 
days, depending on the number 
of times the bottle is removed 
from_ the refrigerator and the 
length of time it is left standing 
at room temperature. 

If your refrigerator is large 
enough, you may wish to keep 
such items as mustard, relish, 
catchup, sirup, jellies, and jams 
in it. These foods do not require 
refrigeration but you may wish 
to have them chilled for serving. 


A check-up every now and 
then to make sure foods are cov- 
ered is a good idea, too. Uncov- 
ered foods let moisture into the 
air in the food chamber, later to 
deposit on the unit. And of 
course uncovered foods rapidly 
lose flavor and food value. 

Remember that frost on the 
cooling unit is like a woolly 
blanket, keeping the cold inside 
rather than etting it out to cool 
stored foods. Odors collect with 
the frost on the cooling unit: If 
your refrigerator does not de- 
frost automatically, do defrost 
often enough, whenever the frost 
on the unit is one-fourth inch 
thick. After defrosting wipe the 
interior lining, shelves, and de- 
frosted cooling unit with a cloth 
wrung from a baking soda bath. 

There’s more to keeping the 
refrigerator clean than washing 
the interior. The condensing 
coils or plate need to be cleaned 
now and then, so air can circu- 
late around them and keep them 
cool. The crevice tool on your 
vacuum cleaner or a long-han- 
dled, soft bristled brush does a 
good job of cleaning the coils or 
plate. Remember to disconnect 
the refrigerator first.
